Geo. W. Conkling Tells How He 
Killed Haverstick.

NEw YorK, March 21.—Mrs. Emma Uhler, 
whose brother, George W. Conkling, killed Wm.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 


Petition for a Prohibition Amendment and 
Woman Suffrage—To-Day’s Proceedings. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispafch. 
SPRINGFIELD, ILL., March 21.—The Senate met 
this morning with a calendar of sixty-five bills in 
various stages of reading, a House message, 
two resolutions, three special orders and two 
matters of unfinished business. The first half 
hour was devoted to receiving petitions, a large 
number of which were read, and almost every one 
asked for a constitutional amendment either for 
giving women the ballot or for. prohibition. Every 
member both in the Senate and in the House 


was furnished with a copy of 
the petitions, to which were attached 
the names of men and women in the State over 
21 years of age of the number of twenty-six thou- 
sand, as was stated by Senator Ricein the presen- 
tation of the*petition from his constituents. The 
special order for ten o’clock was postponed for 

eadvancing of one bill to a third reading. 
When the consideration of Senator Ciark’s mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote whereby the bill pro- 
viding for administering an oath toevery sehedule 
of property by the Assessor was reached, a 
very interesting debate occurred on this ques- 
tion, its opposers being led by Senators Ainsworth, 
and Condee. while its supporters followed in the 
lead of Senators Stark and Merritt. The hours 
of two special orders were consumed in this dis- 
cussion, and at 11:30 the vote to reconsider 
carried, and the bill Was passed by 29 to 7. 

The Senate received a, msentge from the Gov- 
ernor announcing that his signature had been 
laced to the Senate bills making appropriation 
or Rose Clare and lating the loaning 
of school funds, and the House bills concernin

Causes an Outburst of Feeling.

Victoria's Condition Very Serious--Crowds 
Reading the Bulletin Boards- Much Ado 
About Nothing. 


New York, March 21.—A London special says: 
The mjuries received by the Queen. Saturday, by 
slipping upon the stairs of the Palace at Windsor, 
while descending to take her carriage for a ride, 
now turn out to be more serious than first sup- 
posed, and it is believed she will be confined to 
her room for some time. At the time of the acci- 
dent Her Majesty and attendants 
thought but little of it. The Queen, 
after returning to her room and making an exam- 
ination in order to ascertain the extent of her in- 
juries, determined to carry out her intention and 
take a drive. On returning, and when attempting 
to leave the carriage, she found she was unable to 
do so, and had to be assisted by her attendants, 
who found it necessary to carry her to her room. 
Her Majesty’s physicians were at once summoned, 


and u examination found her knee to be 
badl Pe swollen and inflamed. There is 
muc uneasiness throughout the cuy con- 
cerning her condition. Crowds stand about 
bulletin places eagerly watching and asking for 
news. Great numbers of business men post up 
notices of absence at their places of business and 
have gone to the clubs, newspaper buildings and 
telegraph offices to await news. The newspapers 
all sent special correspondents to Windsor and 
made complete arrangements for bulletins. The 
Houses of Parliament are crowded. The streets 
in many places are blocked with crowds of labor- 
ing people, who have “knocked off work” 
in their anxiety to keep informed. 
It is not delieved by those having 
aecess to authentic information that the Queen’s 
injuries are absolutely dangerous in themselves, 
but there is a universal fear that, owing to the ad- 
vanced age of Her Majesty, aud the somewhat 
delicate tondition in which her health has been 
for some time, some dangerous complications may 
arise from them. The bulletin just posted au- 
nounces that the Queen is constantly attended by 
a full corps of royal physicians. The crowd 
surrounding the bulletin was so great that 
those in the rear could not make it out, and 
a demand for a reader was made. A man 
mounted a pile of paving stones and cried 
out the intelligence. When the man motioned to 
make his first utterance the entire crowd, which 
was almost exclusively composed of workingmen, 
uncovered and were still. The bulletin produced 
the most evident depression. The bulletin an- 
nounced that the Knee upon which her Majesty 
fell has become greatly swollen, and that every 
effort is being made to confine the swelling.

it was announced that the Queen's physi- 
cians have authorized the statement to be made 
that her Majesty is in no immediate danger. The 
statement is coupled with the information that 
her Majesty may, however, be confined for an 
indefinite time to come. It is understood tlie 
Queen is suffering quite as much from exhaustion 
in taking a long ride after she received her in- 
jury, for the purpose of disabusing the public 
inind of all impression that she Was hurt, as 
from the consequences of the wound 
itself. This fortitude is the theme of 
universal comment and working people seem to 
glory in talking about what they call the “bravery 
of the Queen.”

WAsHINGTON, March 21.—In the Star Route 
trial to-day Judge Wyile decided that the question 
might be asked whether or not Brady had given 
Price drafts to Walsh.

RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

Senator Houck, of Cape Girardeau coun- 
ty, is not so bitterly opposed to railroads as 
not to understand that almost any kind of a 
railroad is better than none at all. He thinks

roads through the rocks and over the steep 
grades and through the woods of these coun- 
ties for the chance of collecting three cents a 
mile from the stray passengers along the 
line. 

There is a great deal of hard sense in 
Senator Hovuck’s remarks. A great part of 
the State of Missouri remains undeveloped 
and valueless because it has no railroad 
communications. We cannot wait until our 
outlying counties are filled up before build- 
ing railroads through them. Missouri must 
compete with the other Western States in 
which railroads are built through the fertile 
wilderness in the sublime faith that popula- 
tion will follow. But railroads wil! not be 
built if the legal limitations for freight and 
passengers are such as to make it certain 
that the railroad investment will not pay. 

The State of Missouri certainly has no 
desire either to prevent railroad building 
or to confiscate railroad property. On 
the contrary, its aim should be to 
encourage such railroad building as will 
develop the whole area of the State and to 
give a railroad property that stability which 
will make ita valuable contributor to the 
State revenues. No fault has been found 
with the existing regulations, and no com- 
plaint has been made that they do not suf- 
ficiently protect the public, yet the present 
session has seen half a dozen laws intro- 
duced, each of which, if passed, would bring 
on the consequences ascribed by Senator 
Hovwck to the three-cent bill. Perhaps the 
best the Legislature can do is to let well 
enough alone, and pay attention to the proper 
enforcement of the existing laws.

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A SICK STOCK MARKET. 

There is woe in Wall street. Broad street 
has contracted its smiling countenauce into 
an expression of sour disgust, and around the 
Rialto the gentlemen who have long been 
giving the public pointers in stocks with 
lavish generosity are left with a large line of 
pointers on hand which noteven the country 
cousin will accept as a gift. 

The stock market is very sick. In spite of 
the large and varied assortment of new 
stocks that have been added to the list, the 
public show a criminal disregard of the at- 
tractions of the list. They refuse to buy at 
the very lowest prices, lest, perchance, the 
stock still drop lower, and they refuse to sell at 
the very top of the market, as their experience 
has taught them that stocks have a tendency 
to go higher when many people sell them 
short. So the brdkers buy and sell stocks 
with-each other, and bewail their stupidity 
for not having shorn the public closer when 
they had a chance. 

Day after day the market slips and fails, 
rallying occasionally, but always gaining 
less than it loses, until finally the croakers 
assure us that we are going to have a panic, 
like even unto,that of 73. 

This, however, is not likely to happen. We 
have built more railroads than we need. and 
have unquestionably loaded them with more 
certificates and bonds than they are worth, 
and the very unwise owners of these certifi- 
cates have divided up dividends that 
have not been earned; but if the crops are 
good we shall have no panic tnis year, and if 
they are not good we shall have a great 


— 


ers, but no 78 panic. 

Then all values were ona false and ficti- 
tious basis; the standard of value itself was 
uncertain and fluctuating, aud all values had 
to be readjusted, the operation lasting until 
1878.

Car-Loads of Printed Matter Sent Free From 
Washington Every Day--One Member Who 
Distributed One Million and a Quarter 


Copies of His Speeches. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, March 18.—The mail cars leav- 
ing Washington are burdened every day with 
public documents, and every as he 
leaves the city pays one last visit to the 
“foldingr ooms“ at the Capitol to see how his 
documents are gatting off. The entire force in the 
folding rooms is busy as busy can be, and quanti- 
ties of the documents have accumulated at the 
Post-office, owing to the inability of the author- 
ities to furnish mail-cars in which to carry them 


_ off as fast as they are mailed. The fact is, im- 


possible as this may appear, the amount of 
this kind of matter, now furnished by order of 
Congressmen for transportation through mails is 
more than a car-load a day. By car-load is meant 
20,000 pounds. “There are,” said Superintendent 
Robinson, of the House folding room, in speak- 
ing of the subject to-day: “there are sent from 
our folding room to the Post-office everyday now 
about 200 sacks of these documents—books of all 
sorts and sizes, and upon all subjects that the

JEFFERSON City, March 20.— This was a great 
day for St. Louis in the Senate, for the Recorder 
of Voters bill, the labor statistics biil, the Kent 
deposition bill and the McGrath Grand Jury bill, 
passed by good majorities. The Recorder of Vot- 
ers bill, as telegraphed you yesterday, preserves 
all the features which at the outset stamped It as 
a purely political measure. The Recorder, an ap- 
pointee of the Governor, simply aSsumes all du- 
ties regarding the registraton of voters, the cus- 
todyof ballots and the casting of the 
returns, now exercised under the charter of St.

THE DEPOSITION BILL. 

Henry T. Kent, who at the outset of the ses- 
sion introduced a bill calculated to remeuay 
the shameiul abuses that have attached to 
the existing deposition law, has foliowed it 
up persisteutly, aud this afteinoon had the satis- 
faction of sceing it pass the Senate. It now 
awaits only the Guvernor’s signature to become a 
law. As finally passed, it is cousideravbiy stronger 
than in its original from, aud will go on to the 
statute book in the following form in so far as St. 
Louis is concerned: 

“Section 2136. When the witness is found in this 
State the deposition may be taken by tue proper 
officer therof, without zany commission or order 
from any court or clerk: Provided, That in ali 
cities aving a population of more than 
200,000 the party desiring testimony 
of any witness other than the ad- 
verse party to ihe suit, or of any officer of a cor- 

oration which is a party, shall make application 

© the court iu which the suit is pendiug, or to 
the clerk thereoi iu Vacation, for a commission to 
take the deposition of the witness or wituesses. 
fiist having given the adverse party, or his attor- 
ney, one day's notice, in writing, of his intention 
to make said application, aud the time thereof; 
said notice shall be served in the same manuer 
as is provided by law for tie service of notice to 
take depositions, and before the application for 
the issuance of said commission shall be heard 
tue party desiring the same, or his attorney, 
shall file with the cierk or the court 
thereof an affidavit stating the name of the wit- 
hess or Wituesses Whose t@stimouy he desires to 
luke; that said deposition is to be taken in good 
laith; that Lhe Witness resides out of the State, or 
that affiant has good reason to believe that said 
Witness will not be within reach of Lhe process of 
the court at the time of trial, or that, by reason of 
reat age, bodily iiufirmity or sickuess, there is 
serious danger that the party will ve deprived of 
the testimony of Uie Wiluess unless his deposition 
is forthwith taken. Upon the filing of suid affi- 
davit and the notice to the adverse party or his 
attorney duly served, it will be discretionary with 
the court, or the elerk thercot in vacation, to issue 
said commission. Wieu issued, it shall be directed 
to sole olficer authorized under this chapter to 
luke Uepositions, and suail also state the place and 
the time when said depositions are to be taken, 
and theofiicer shall take only the testimony of 
such Witnesses as may be named iu said commis- 
sion: Provided further, That when any party de- 
sires to take ihe * 2 of an adverse party to 
the suit, or if any officer of wu corporation which is 
a pasty he shail give the notice and make the ap- 

lication in the manner hereilbefore named, first 
faving led an affidavit stating the name of the 
party; that tue testuvony of said party is to be 
taken in good faith; that it is material and neces- 
sary for the purpose of said suit, and it shall then 
be discretionary withthe court, or clerk thereof 
in vacation, to issue a Commission to take 
the same. The said commission, when 
issued, shall be directed to a 
commissioner, learned in the
